California Belongs 
To the People 


TATIVE SONS and Daughters of the Gold- 
West tried their best to monopolize at- 
tention on Admission Day by their San- 
ta Monica Convention. But a few drum 
corps and drill teams are a sorry celebration 
of the events of 1850. The gaudy sights at 
Santa Monica recall little of the tremendous 
struggle on the first Admission Day. Nor do 
they give any inkling of the growing struggle 
on this, the eighty-seventh birthday of our 
state. 

Our state banged its way into a Union torn 
by strife. In 1850, the progressive industrial 
North had already locked horns with the 
plantation South in that death struggle which 
knows no quarter. The issue was finally de- 
cided by a great victory over slave reaction 
after bitter years of armed struggle. 


Now the grinding forces of economic de- 
velopment have made necessary a ‘new strug- 
gle—equally as grave as the first. This is the 
struggle of progressive forces against capital- 
ist reaction. 

For during the mid-nineteenth century and 
later, obscure little men were busy—busy 
buying and selling (and stealing) the states 
great resources. Now the sons and _ success- 
ors of these little men appear as the big bar- 
ons of California: Owners of the fields, the 
ships and the industries of our state. For- 
getting the lowly and often criminal past of 
their predecessors these new exponents of 
reaction are growing arrogant in their reac- 
tionary power. 

Answering this challenge of the entrenched 
economic barons of California is a growing 
people's movement. On this Admission An- 
niversary we see the maturing of another 
life and death siruggle: the battle against 
Fleishhacker, Crocker and their ilk. 

The progressive cry of 1850 was “Cali- 
fornia belongs in the Union.” The progres- 
sive cry of 1937 is “California belongs to 


the people.” 


The Death-ineli of 
“Unele Tomism”’ 


l NiIONISM is finishing off the slavery-time 
hang-over called “Uncle Tomism.”’ 


Derived from the characterization of Mrs. 
Stowe'’s wretched Negro slave, “Uncle lom- 
ism’ was extended by Negroes to describe 
any servile, opportunistic behavior by mem 


bers of their own people. 


Hollywood and the capitalist press spread 
the Stowe legend—with variations—by de- 


picting the Negro either as rapisi Or as a 


half-witted, good-natured servant. 


But last week Negroes threw a wrench at 
this stereotype both locally and “on a national 
scale. 

Fight thousand Pullman _ porters, whose 
living standards have long depended on the 
generosity of people who called them 
‘George’ and tossed them dimes and quar- 
ters, wrung from the Morgan-controlled Pull- 
man Company a wage increase of twelve dol 
lars a month, time and a half for overtime, 
and a 240-hour work month. 


it took the Brotherhood olf Sleeping Car 
Porters twelve years to defeat the intimida 
tions, company union, judicial legerdermain, 
and financial resources of one of the mightiest 
trusts in the United States. It had to fight 
against “Uncle Tomism’’ in its own ranks and 
on the part of many nationally known Negro 
leaders. But it won. 

The Southern Pacific Red Caps have won, 
too. And the Negro members of the ClO 
unions in steel, textiles, automobiles, and 
longshore work have joined their fellow 
workers and wrested from the employers 
decent wages and better working conditions. 

Against the jim-crow policies of the AFL 
bureaucracy, the wage-cutting of the employ- 
ers, and the inequalities inherent in their so- 
cial and political status in America, the Ne- 
gro people are building an invincible defense 
—-unionism. 

Now Hollywood will have to revise all the 
bit-parts customarily played by Negro actors. 
A Negro on strike or picket duty doesn t 
ft in well with the traditional conception ol 
Uncle Tom.
